“You can imagine,” Curzon said, 
“with what cheerful eyes the govern- 
ment and the nation regard events 
which have been taking place in Wash- 
ington. I do not suppose there never 
will be war again and. that all our 
swords will be turned into plowshares. 
I do not auppese war is utterly eradi- 
cated. 

“It is not only by conferences but 
by the resolution of the people them- 
selves that such a change will take 
place, At the same time the Wash- 
ington conference is a great step for- 
ward, and as a result disarmament 
has entered the fleld of practical poli- 
tics.

Several departments of the govern- 
ment are trying to trace the origin of 
this effort to frustrate the purposes 
President Harding had in view when 
he invited to Washington the repre- 
sentatives of the nations participating 

in the conference on armaments. 


Says Japan Is “ Outlawed.” 


Those who are directing the propa- 
ganda caused to be delivered to persons 
prominently identified with the con- 
ference, including the delegates of each 
nation, a carefully prepared document 
captioned “ Japan Is Being Outlawed 
at the Washington Conference.” The 
document in question is the work, it is 
stated, of “A Neutral Statesman.” 

There is no mark to indicate the 
origin of the document. It may have 
peen written by Asiatic or perhaps 
Buropean propagandists or even by 
Americans, who are hostile to Great 
Britain and are anxious to prevent any 
action that will tend to bring that 

‘country and the United States into 
closer relations. 
What the Document Says. 


“The Washington conference is in 
reality a conference to achieve an 
Anglo-American alliance or under- 
standing, to which other nations have 
heen politely invited and in which 
Japan is being outlawed,” the docu- 
ment says. “ Other nations have been 
invited because it gives color to the 
situation, and Japan has been invit

“Those who are aware of the se- 
crete of the Washington conference 
admit that if Japan does not submit to 
the American proposition then there 
will be a war between Japan and Amer- 
ica within twenty-four months, and in 
this fight Britain will be on the side of 
America.

ments and immediate heavy reductions 
-in fighting fleets give a graphic picture 
‘that seems to bear out the generosity | 
' of the offer the United States has made 
_ to the other naval powers. 

This applies both to the proposed 
“5-5-3 ratio and to the retained ton- 
nage phases of the American plan. The 
comparative figures also show clearly 
an extraordinary allowance for Japan 
in the scale of nations. 

To treat the tonnage figures of the 
American plan from a new angle, the 
“ 5-543” ratio represents a distribution 
of capital ship tonnage on the busis of 
Japan keeping a fleet representing 23 


per cent of a total of the three powers, 
the other two dividing the remainder. 
Result of Ten Year Holiday. 

During the ten year period, however, 
Great Britain would have in the neigh- 
borhood of 43 per cent, the United 
States would have something more 
than 35 per cent, and Japan over 21 
per cent of the total. The change at 
the end of the ten year holiday repre- 


sents equalization of the American and | 


British fleets, to which Great Britain 
already has agreed. 


Under the “6-5-3 ratio and the pro- | 
posed limitation of auxiliary tonnage | 
as well as capita! craft through appli- | 


cation of the replacement rule of max- 
imum, the British and American flee‘s 
would reach a total of 1,120,000 tons in 
all combat craft and Japan 672,000. 
This makes possible a comparison of 
the relations of the fleets to various 
factors representative of the place of 
each power among the nations. 
Against the simple question of geo- 
graphcial area of each, for instance, 
the limited fleets would mean for Japan 
more than 2,500 tons of naval strength 
per thousand square miles. The same 
figure for the United States would be 
approximately 300 tons and for the 
British empire between 80 and 90 tons. 


Another Advantage to Japan. 

Even more striking in disproportion 
favorable to Japan is the comparison 
on the basis of accepted estimates of 
national wealth. Japan would have 
27,000 fleet 
tons per. billion dollars in national 
wealth, while the American figure 


would be little more than 3,000 tons 


per billion and the British 6,000 tons 
per . billion. 


Disproportion again ‘holds true as to | 


foreign commerce of each power. Ja- 
pan would have almost 200 tons of 
naval tonnage per million dollars in 
her import and export business over a 
period of years. The United States 
would have little more than 80 tons per 
million and the British between 40 and 
50 tons. 
Evidence of Good Faith — 

Admittedly these figures are of a 
most broad and general character, but 
they do bring into sharpest relief the 
fact that Secretary Hughes’ proposals 
were in fact based substantially on the 
present naval status cf each power, 
and did not put forward logical claims 
to national interest and place in the 
world which might have been  ad- 
vanced to support a much higher naval 
ratio as compared to Japan than was 
actually proposed. 

They serve, too, to emphasize the 
American feeling that to make clear 
the good faith of the United States in 
the plan the limit of concession to Ja- 
pan had been offered.

Lew Shank, who was elected mayor of Indianapolis 
by a plurality of 20,000, began life as a clog dancer 
and has returned to the vaudeville stage at intervals. 
His candidacy was opposed by all of the highbrow 
organizations in Indianapolis, and this opposition 
apparently was the direct cause of his success. 

G. I. Oles, elected mayor of Youngstown, O., moved 
in from the country about three months before the 
election and established his headquarters at a hotel.

They appear to uphold almost unan- 
imously the contention of other critics 
that the plan would increase cost of 
living, tie our foreign trade into a bow- 
knot, decrease customs revenue, mean- 
ing higher direct taxes, and add to un- 
employment, which in turn, through 
decreased purchasing powef, would in- 
crease depression. 


The New York university bureau of | 


business research last night made pub- 
lic a supplemental report of its poll of 


the judgment of economists as to the; 


possible effectS of the American valua- 
tion idea. Its questionnaire has now 
brought replies from ninety-three lead- 
ing economists in twenty-five states 
and the answers are almost unani- 
mously opposed to the proposed — 
in valuation’ method.

Sees Cost of Living Boosted. — 
As to cost of living, Prof. Ernest L.

TRICKS AND TIPS FOR HOG 
KILLING DAY. 

More hustling has to be done on 
hog killing day’ than any other day on 
the farm if the work is to be done suc- 
cessfully. Much of the work ean be 
done in advance gnd time and trouble 
saved the day of the slaughtering. 

Lay all of the necessary tools and 
equipment out the day before, and in- 
clude an eight tmch sticking knife, a 
cleaver, cutting knife, gambrel, meat- 
saw, scrapers, steel, meat chopper and 
hooks. 

A hoisting device will do away with 
the back breaking job that usually 
goes along with hog killing. The block 
and tackle is about the most conven- 
lent. Of all the scalding receptacles 
that have been devised there is none 
better than an old hardwood barrel 
leaned against the edge of the scrap- 
ing platform at an angle of about 45 
degrees. 

Pioneer butchers found t quite a 
trick to scald a hog just right so the 
hair would slip off easily. That is 
best done by dipping the hog in water 
at a temperature of about 155 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The bristles become 


degrees. The hair is then hard to 
scrape off. Then, too, if the water is 
above 160 degrees, it tends to cook the 
skin, especially the skin of young 
shotes. 

The skin of the hams and bacon 
can be made clean and clear ‘by throw- 
ing a handful of ordinary wood ashes 
in the; water before scalding the hog. 
This will aid in removing the scurf 
and will give the skin a clear, white 
appearance. 

Every patch of hair on the hog-must 
be scalded, and to do this the carcass 
must be continuously agitated from 
the time it is put in the barrel until 
it is taken out. When the hair wil! 
come off the legs and flank easily it is 


time to remove the hog from water 
and scrape immediately. Long butcher 
make good scrapers.
